No matter why or when a student 
needs help, these staff people are there to 
lend a helping hand to anyone who needs 
it. The freshmen class counselors helped 
students get in the swing of high school 
life. From promoting clubs, to classes, the 
counselors helped out in every way 
imaginable.

They tried to get students to participate 
in activities both in and out of class. If a 
student had any type of problem, the 
appropriate person was always ready to 
listen and provide answers and sugges- 
tions.

Students were 
sometimes dissatisfied with their original 
course schedule, and it was up to the coun- 
selors to find suitable replacement classes.

Fifteen years and eight months marks a new time in 
life. The era of driving begins. Students can receive a 
learning permit at this important age. This little yel- 
low piece of paper is considered a ticket to independ- 
ence by most students. In order to actually get out on 
the road, the Driver’s Education course must be 
passed. This classroom activity, lasting nine weeks, 
gives people a chance to experience the world of 
driving. The majority of time is spent completing 
worksheets and watching movies. The movies are 
often considered quite gory, as they depict real-life 
accident scenes. Many of these films impress upon 
students the fact that seatbelts are essential to safe 
driving. The movies explain ways to avoid tragedies, 
and what to do if you are involved in one. Each week 
lectures are also given, informing students of correct 
road procdures. Who has the right of way is a very 
important topic to students. They suddenly realize 
that maybe they don’t know as much about driving as 
they thought they did. 

When this course is successfully completed, and 
students have their learner’s permits in hand, they are 
ready to perform in the Behind-the-Wheel class. Cars 
are driven around corners, cones, and circles to help 
the driver gain on-the-road experience. Beginners 
practice in the parking lot outside the school, while 
more advanced students practice on the roads and 
beltways. This is almost always an enjoyable class, as 
students miss their other classes to participate. When 
this is completed and the age of sixteen is reached, 
the long awaited driver’s license is just a turn around 
the corner.

efits as they did. Other students were assigned 
jobs in various commercial stores. The Hecht 
Company, Woodward and Lothrop, and Mandy’s 
employed several students in these business class- 
es. The students learned about running 
businesses from their jobs. Many students with 
mechanical talents were hired by automotive 
shops. Fixing cars was their basic job, and their 
training from previous courses at Falls Church 
prepared them for this. 

Fashion Merchandising students studied the 
clothes market of today. They learned about both 
the sellers’ and consumers’ view of haute couture. 
During the year, they put on a fashion show 
featuring the newest styles. The students mod- 
eled the clothes from local stores themselves, in 
the school auditorium. Several found this to be an 
exciting experience, which helped them get into 
the modeling business. The fashion show was en- 
tertaining for all spectators, as it provided sugges- 
tions for the average persons wardrobe.
